The Carl Smith Case: The pamphlet alleges a contrast between the attituco of law 
enforcement toward Negroes and civil rights workers on the one hand ani tow::rd 
segregationists backed by money and “pull” on the other. The case of Carl s:nith, 
owner of a supermarket in Albany, Georgia, is sketched as an example of the latter. 
The pamphlet says Smith, one of the all-white jurors who ruled in favor of tha 
sheriff in a case brought to court by a Negro charging violation of his civil rights, 
closed his store when it was picketed by a student group almost two years after the 
trial. Smith regarded the picketing as retaliation for his part in the civil rights 
case. The pickets alleged that Smith kept Negroes in menial tasks in his store. 
The Albany Bar Association called upon the U.S. Department of Justice for a full, 
complete, and thorough investigation; and "35 or more F.B.L agents swarmed into 
Albany."* Also, a federal grand jury was called into session at ifacon, Georgia, 
and the picketing of imith's store was investigated.
